Attends Conference 


Greeted In Northfield 


Mrs. Henry W. Peabody, noted dry 
leader and chairman of the Woman's 
National Committee for Law Enforce- 
ment, who last winter moved fron 
Massachusetts ax a protest against 
the repeal of the buby Volstead act in 
Massachusetts, urged the 1,000 wom- 
en attending the Northfield Foreign 
Missions conference to read carefully 
the report of the Women’s National 
Commission for Law Enforcement 
and Law Observance, which is based 
on the Wickersham report. 

To maintain the 18th amendment 
and to secure the best possible en- 
forcement of it is the purpose of the 
report. It is educational and not po- 
litical. Twenty-two of the ablest and 
most prominent women in American 
public life wrote the 
Wickersham report is approved of in 
the main, but certain inconsistencies 
are pointed out for attack, notably 
the section dealing with the alcoholic 
content for physician's prescriptions. 

Mrs. Peabody stated that 12,000,- 
000 organized women are represented 
in the clubs that have endorsed this 
report. It will be the study book of 
the year for the Federation of Wot- 
en's Clubs of America. The commit- 
tee has already ordered one and one- 
quarter million copies of this report 
tu be sent out this year. 

Some of the 22 women who wrote 
the book are Dr. Helen Barrett Mont- 
gomery of Rochester, leader of church 
women, Commander Evangeline 
Rooth of the Salvation Army, Mrs. 
Gifford Pinchot, wife of the governor

What Are We In 
Missions For? 
| Dr. Buck Answers 


Dr. Oscar M. Buck of Drew Sem- 
inary at Madison, New Jersey has 
been conducting a series of addresses 

(on “Missions’ 'at the Women's For- 
eign Missionary Conference and on 
Saturday in his concluding address 
unswered the question ‘‘What are we 
in Missions for?" 

He talked about the philosophy be- 
_hind the new missionary enterprise 
and good news for the new movement. 
He said it was important to know just 
'what ought to be in the center to act 

as a driving force for the missions of 
the future. He suggested a few that 
imight be used but they offered many 
i difficulties in our modern world. Such 
were the conception of God, of Jesus, 
of ourrelves, and of the needs of 
others. 

“What should be at the very core 
and central motive power of the new 


missionary enterprise,” Dr. Buck as- 
serted, “was the reality and value of 
the human personality. Into that 


thought Jesus, of course, enters us the 
revealer of God. Human personality 
ix on the one side and the matchless 
perfection of Jesus Christ is on the 
other. By emphasizing the personal- 
ity and linking it un with Jesus’ value 
of it, dynamic is furnished. A study 
of the life of Jesus indicates His em- 
phasis upon the personality of the in- 
| dividual, ax is witnessed by the stories 
,of the lost sheep, the lost coin, and 
the lost son. 

“It is time to stop talking of the 

rice of -missions,”’ the speaker 
charged. ‘‘All that is needed to prove 
the worth of missions is to show that 
one life has been lived uccording to 
the teachings of Jesus.’’ The second 
implication that follows the  accept- 
ance of the principle of the value of 
jhuman personality is thix: all that 
‘damages human personality must be 
'removed by us. That is the task of 
the reconstructed missions. 

In concluding the series, Dr. Buck 
stated that the new missionary en- 
terprise must re-awaken the sense of 
wonder that is visible in the Bible, 
and everywhere about us. All other 
agencies of our day have utilized this 
sense of wonder except the Christian 
Church. Wonder is creative and au- 
thoritative in the scientist, the artist, 
and the poet. Only when the Chrixtian 
church sees the wonder of God and 
His works can the church and mis- 
xions move forward.

The Northfield Summer Confer- 
ences have been attracting thousands 
of religious minded people for more 
than a half century since they were 
founded by Dwight L. Moody the 
evangelist in 1880. Of late seven dif- 
ferent groups have been coming each 
year to the campus of the Northfield 
Seminary in the summer time for one 
to two weeks’ meetings. Besides the 
delegates the general public is invited 
to participate in nearly all of the 
meetings. 

The interdenominational character 
of the conferences is clearly indicated 
in each group. There is also abun- 
dant variety or theme and purpose of 
the conferences. The Young Men’s 
Student group was organized by D. L. 
Moody in 1886, and has been coming 
to Northfield with almost consecutive 
regularity ever since. Problems that 
face college men, especially in refer- 
ence to religion are discussed. Ex- 
tremely able speakers are on the plat- 
form for this group each year. An- 
other young people’s conference which 
has been coming for 30 years is that 
of the Girls’ group. Through the 
Northfield League that organization 
functions all year. Louise Andrews 
camp is an outgrowth of that confer- 
ence. 

Missionary topics are discussed in 
the Home Missions Women’s confer- 
ence, which met this summer for the 
25th season, and Foreign missions fol- 
lowed immediately with their 28th an- 
nual meetings. This week the Reli- 
gious Education group is here for the 
28th year. A faculty of 40 and near- 
ly as many classes daily indicates the 
scope of that conference. 

The General Conference for Chris- 
tian Workers convenes August ist 
and continues until the 17th. This was 
the earliest of the conferences,’ be- 
ing started 51 years ago. A strong 
platform of speakers who will address 
the ministers and also the general 
public is again on the program. W. 
R. Moody will preside as in former 
years. Homer Rodeheaver will lead 
the singing in the Auditorium. 

The Massachusetts Christian En- 
deavor conference will gather at the 
close of the General confetence for 
its 25th season. Young people from 
all over the state come for training 
and inspiration in Christian leader- 
ship. 

Many who come to these confer- 
ences are taking their vacation at 
that time. No better facilities for 
recreation of all kinds in the midst of 
a friendly and Christian atmosphere 
for such a reasonable price is offered 
anywhere. 

The story of the Northfield Schools 
——the history of the Conferences and 
the success of all affiliated enterpris- 
es should be recognized as “The 
Northfield movement” and Northfield 
citizens should be proud and loyal to 
all its ambitions.

People 
over 70 years of age, who have been 
residents of the state a continuous pe- 
riod of 20 years preceding the appli- 
cation for assistance are eligible. The! 
aged, who have grown sons and 
daughters able to take care of the 
parents are not to be considered. Un- 
der the law children are responsitlc 
for the care and comfort of their aged 
parents.

are eligible for the old age pension. 
Any with $300 in cash or a paid up 
life insurance policy are also eligible 
but not if they have both.

Heal All, however, must be dug 
out as it will respond to fertilizer as 
well as the grass and compete very 
successfully with the grass. 

For a complete fertilizer I suggest 
that you use any of the ordinary farm 
fertilizers or cottonseed meal at the 
rate of 20 lbs. per 1000 sauare foot. 
Of course you realize that Devil’s 
Paint Brush will not be climinated at 
once but will gradually work out of

Green Mountains 


e At Their Greensst 


Vermont is too modest. Ever since 
Champlain named her hills “Green” 
Mountains Vermonters have let it go 
at that. If he had called them “Green- 
est-of-all’ "Mountains he would have 
been much nearer the truth. 


Here is scenery that is a sight for 
sore eyes. Here nature has been lav- 
ish with her most restful color. On 
every side extends the soft green of 
fertile rolling pastures and above it 
the varied greens of spruce, balsam, 
maple, Bikeh 

From Northfield go down to Green- 
field and over the wonderful Mohawk 
trail to Williamstown and then enter 
Vermont at the southwest corner. Tar- 
ry at Pownell and witnes the wonder- 
ful view up the valley from the state 
road as a splendid prelude to the great 
spectacle of the Green Mountains. 
Just beyond Pownal you can well af- 
ford to spend a day in historic Ben- 
nington, visiting the battlefield and 
climbing the battle monument for the 
superb view it gives over four states. 
Which are they? 

A morning's drive will take you 
over to Brattleboro, famous the world 
over for its pipe organs. The climb 
over Hogback and Haystack will call 
on your car—and your gas—to do 
their best, but the view, especially 
from Haystack, is worth the climb. 

Follow the alluring road along the 
Connecticut River to Whit River Junc- 
tion. Just before you reach Wind- 
sor you may wish to stop and climb 
Ascutney. Way back in 1825 Ver- 
monters thought so much of this view 
that they cleared a road to the very 
top so that Lafayette might enjoy it. 
You can drive to the base, but you 
will have to climb the rest on foot. 

Our route now leads through the 
famous granite quarrying neighbor- 
hood of Barre and Montpelier, the 
state capital with its fine old public 
buildings. Did you know that Mont- 
pelier was the birthplace of America’s 
only “Admiral of the Navy’—Dewey? 
All others were “Admirals.” 

Beyond Waterbury you reach Cam- 
el’s Hump, the most individual and 
one of the highest mountains in Ver- 
mont. Take time to see it, and per- 
haps climb it, for the view is unsur- 
passed—even for Vermont. 

North of Stowe lies the Smugglers’ 
Notch, one of the most spectacular 
notches in all New England, a wooded 
canyon with walls rising almost ver- 
tically for a thousand feet. Above, 
the massive chin of Mt. Mansfield tow- 
ers 4,393 feet. 

Mt. Mansfield is easily king of the 
Green Mountains. The view from the 
summit extends from Mt. Washington 
in New Hampshire to Mt. Marcy in 
the Adirondacks, from Mt. Royal, be- 
hind Montreal, to the Berkshires. You 
will never regret climbing it on a 
clear day. A toll road takes you up 
most of the way. 

Turning southwest we cross the 
deep valley of the Winooski and reach 
Burlington which rivals the show 
places of Switzerland by its charming 
setting. Here you will no doubt stay 
a day or two to enjoy the view across 
Lake Champlain, to visit the Univer- 
sity of Vermont, Ethan Allen’s tomb 
in Greenmount Cemetery and the 
Ethan Allen farmhouse, now pre- 
served as a memorial to this rugged 
patriot. 

From Burlington complete the cir- 
cuit throught Rutland, America’s mar- 
ble city; and Manchester where the 
sidewalks are paved with marble. 

When you have seen the Green 
Mountains you will realize that all 
other mountains are merely green 
with envy. 


Try A Rhode Island Meal 


Mr. Frank N. Ray who has had a 
summer home in East Northfield for 
many years but who hails from East 
Providence, R. I., is an enthusiastic 
native of that state and in addition 
to his summer home here has one at 


Quonset, R. I., on the shores of Nar- 
ragansett. He takes particular de- 
light in telling the neighbors about the 
good feasts to be had along Rhode 
Islands shore and goes on to describe 
how the big “bakes’’ are produced and 
what food is offered. This is how he 
explains it. 

“A barrell full or so bf clams are 
dug. A great pile of stones is gath- 
ered and spread out. On these are 
piled the aes part of a cord of 
wood and a huge fire is made and 
allowed to burn until the stones ap- 
proach white-heat. Then the fire is 
caréfully cleaned away, the stones are 
covered with a layer of rockweed, 
from which soon isues not only a 
great amount of steam but also some- 
thing of the delicious scents of the 
sea. The clams are laid on this and 
covered with more rockweed. Next ia 
added a layer of sweet corn, unpeeled 
potatoes both white and sweet, sau- 


sages and bluefish protected in bags; 


and finally a heavy canvas is spread 
over all to keep the heat in. 

Now lobsters are gotten ready on 
the side; and plentiful supplies of 
white and brown bread, tomatoes, on- 
fons and such indispensables as salt, 
pepper, vinegar, sugar, catsup, olives 
and gallons of melted butter. 

Our orgy starts with little necks, 
crackers and sharp sauces. Following 
this is the inimitable Rhode Island 
chowder. By now the canvas has 
been removed and we are each served 
with unbelievable quantities of 
steamed clams, a two quart dish per 
person—and repitions thereof. Along 
with this the fish and sausage and all 
the juicy cooked vegetables. And on 
top of this—if you still have room— 
sunch mere trifles as lobster, Indian 
puddings, watermelon and coffee. 

f you can now walk unassisted, 
‘ou-a most exceptional person. 
ut the discomforts soon and for 

the rest of your days you will be able 
to describe the peculiar delights of a 
Rhode Island clambake. 

Inquire of ’most any Rhode Island- 
along the short road and he will direct 
you to the place where the clam bakes 
are most informal and best."* :

Marriage And Divorce 
Census Figures For 
Franklin County 


In a report just issued by the U. S. 
Department of the census from the 
returns received there’ were 27,431 
marriages performed in Massachusetts 
in 1930 compared with 30,568 in 
1929 a decrease of about 10 per cent. 
In 1922 32,683 marriages were re- 
corded. 

In 1930 there were 3,691 divorces 
granted in the state as compared with 
3,552 in 1929. In 1922 3,227 di- 
vorces were recorded. In Franklin 
County in 1930 there were 294 mar- 
riages—in 1929 there was recorded 
290. Divorces numbered 23 in 1930 
and 33 in 1929. 

Northfield had 18 marriages in 
1930 and 24 marriages in 1929 and 
24 in 1928. The number of divorces 
if any has not been ascertained.

“Come and See” was the sermon 
topic of Dr. Raymond Calkins of the 
First Church of Cambridge at last 
Sunday mormning’s service of the 
Womens’ Interdenominational For- 
eign Missions conference held in the 
Auditorium with 2,00 people in at- 
tendance 


In answer to the question ‘“‘Where 
Dwellest Thou?” Jesus answered that 
they should come and see for them- 
selves, Dr. Calkins stated. Jesus 
comes with the claim that he can 
make over a man into the child of 
God. He does not evade investiga- 
tion. He invites it. Many Christians 
are afraid of their faith in Christ, 
but that was never the method of 


-Jesus. Others have investigated ev- 


erything else like business, interna- 
tional probles, and university life, but 
have entirely neglected the Christlike 
life. 

Some investigate themselves while 
thinking that they are searching for 
Christ. Again, some point to the creed 
or to certain individuals within the 
church, and say they do not want to. 
be like them. Dr. Calkins said that | 
they should come and see Jesus, and 
not any other individual, not the | 
church, and not the creed. Jesus said 
“if I be lifted up, I will draw all men 
unto myself.” 

Moral education has been suggested 
as a great need today. One answer is 
that the youth have somebody heroic 
to emulate, someone with the ideal 
personality.

If 
desired, all instruments may be 
“rung”’ at once, and the sound used to 
transmit code messages throughout 
the ship. Should the captain of the 
Akron desire to speak tg all phones 
at once he may do so, issuing general 
orders to every strategic point.

Attention is paid to im- 
provement. Comparisons are con- 
stantly being made with the best Inns 
and Hotels located in a similar en- 
vironment, At the same time the 
uniqueness in tradition and _ at- 
mosphere of The Northfield is not 
forgotten.
